Oraſmuch as theſe Kingdoms of a6, 4 vor Ireland, by the wonderful Providence of 41. 
mighty God, many years ſince have been delivercd from the ſlavery and ſuperſtition of 7,. 
pery, which had diſpoiled the King of his Soveraign Power, for that it did and doth advance 
thePope of Rome to a Power over Sovercign Princes,and makes him Monarch of the Univerſe, 
and doth withdraw the Subjedts from their Allegiance,by pretended Abſolutions from all for. 
mer Oaths and Obligations to their Lawful Soveraign, and by many Superſtitions and Immor. 

ralities hath quite ſubverted the Ends of the Chriſtian Religion - but notwitſtanding that Pope 
hath been long ſince Condemned, by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm,for the deteſtah(+ 
Dodrines and Trayterous Attempts of its Adherents, againſt the lives of their Lawful Soye. 
raigns, Kings, and Queens of theſe Realms, yet the Emiſlaries, Prieſts and Agents for the Pope 
of Rome reſorting into this Kingdom of E noland ingreat numbers, contrary to the known Laws 
thereof, have for ſeveral years laſt paſt ; as well by their own Deviliſh Atts and Policies, ; 
by Counſels and :Aſſiſtances of Foreign Princes and Prelates, known Enemies to theſe Nations, 
contrived and carried on a moſt Horrid and Execrable Conſpiracy to deſtroy and murderthe 
Perſon of his Sacred Majeſty, and to ſubvert the Ancient Goverment of theſe Realms, andty 
extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and Maſſacre the true Profeſſors thereof : And for the het.
